- -Claim 9, step of forcing the first transistor to be turned OFF is performed 
by turning ON a switching element that is provided between the connection point 
between, the first and second transistors etc. - - 

In addition, form PTO-8820 (PTO 1449) filed with the application on 
February 27, 2004, and acknowledged by the Examiner by attaching a copy to the 
Office Action dated March 10, 2005, contains the Examiner's initials on sheet 1 but not 
on sheet 2.
